Dr. Irving Sherwood Wright of 
New York reported recently that 
resistunce to infantile paralysis ap- 
pears to be lowered by lack of 
sufliclent fruit in dicts and too much 
exposure to sunshine, : 

In a discussion of vitamin C before 
the Georgetown Medical School's 
annual extension course, Dr. Wright 
cited experiments in which monkeys 
exhibited a higher resistance ta 
Infantile paralysis when their dicts 
included this vitamin - found in 
oranges and other citrus fruits, 

He suggested that parents might 
find it “worthy of attention” to give 
their children. exira amounts of 
eltrus frults. during the Jnate summer 
and carly autumn when  fnfantile 
baralysis outbreaks ure normally at 
their highest. 


—Dr- Wright- emphasized —that~the |} 


work done ut Columbia University 
had not been extended to human be- 
ings, but he insisted the results 
showed conclusively that there ap- 
peared to be some relationship’ be- 
lween resistance to this disease and 
the mount of vitamin in the dict, 

The attempt to connect infantile 
paralysis infection with dietary 
deficiencies {s a new appronch to the 
medical problem of controlling ‘this 
disease, Which usually strikes. chil- 
dren of the school age” An outbreak 
now is claiming a more than normal 
number of victims, particularly’ in 
Chicazo and Toronto. 

While the experiments are too new 
for their basic principles to be fully 
understuod, Dr, Wright said that ap- 
parently the vitamin C “neutralizes” 
the infantile’ paralysis virus. The 
Columbia professor said that the sun- 
light exposure factor apparently arose 
from changes in metabolism ~ which

‘amount of vitamin C even though ft 
was In his dict. 

Dr. Wright reported that with 
crystalline vitamin C, doctots were 
able to cure the disease scurvy, with 
its accompanying incrensed fragility 
of the minute blood vessels. 
Eventually, he explained, administra- 
tion of this vitamin may be useful in 
treating rheumatic fever, rheumatoid 
arthritis, and other pathological 
conditions. 

Dr. Simford M. Rosenthal, Sr., of 
the National Institute of Health, 
Washington, told how a” chemical, 
known as sulphanilamide, had cut 
down fatalities from such discase as 
infantile paralysis, meningitis, typhoid 
fever, gas gangrene, 
Infections and lobar preumont,

Over forty: planes participated in 
the raids, which lasted (rom 7 o’clocic 
In the morning to 7 o'clock In the 

-evening. Among the places .bombed 
were Kashing, Kashan, Changan, 
Hsinoshan, — Linping, Tunghslang, 
Tsaungtch, Slashih, Tangwuchen in 
the suburbs of Mangchow, Keng- 
shanmen ond Zakow. stations at 
Hangehow, Chapoo and Pinghu. 

Kaghing was raided three times. 
Twelve bombs were dropped at the 
railway station and one bomb a 
Tungshankou, the ‘eastern fateway 
of the city, resulting in more than 
ten casunitics, 

During two mids on Kashan more 
than 90 bombs were released at the 
railway station, Several bombs were 
nimed at o‘traln loaded with wound- 
ed soldiers, Henvy casualties were 
believed to have resulted. 

Five bombs were unlonded at the 
railway station at Changan, killing 
two persons and wounding about 
fifty, and demolishing a number of 
houses. 

One heavy bomb of the demolition 
type was dropped at Linping, 
ten persons, wounding seventeen, 
destroying many houses, 


MANY CIVILIANS KILLED 

Three bombs were dropped at. the 
railway station at Hsiaoshan, citing 
one person and wounding four, In- 
cluding 1 womon and ao child. 

Fifteen pertons were binsted to 
pleces and on equal number severely 
wounded at Tunghsiang where elght 
bombn were dropped. Six houses 
were destroyed, 

The casualties at Slashth where 
three bombs were released were four 
persons killed and one wounded. 

. At Hangehow both the Kengshan- 
men and Zikow ‘statlons of the 
Shanghal-Hangchow Line, and the 
Hangchow statlon of the Cheklang- 
Kiongsi Line Chenghuangshan in- 
side the city and the suburban town 
Tangwuchen were ralded, Several 
bombs dropped at the Kengshanmen 
station caused the denth of three 
rersons, the Injury of twelve and the 
destruction of elght houses. More 
than’ {en bombs: were dropped: in- the 
vicinity of the Znkow station, demo- 
Hshing over ten houses. Two bombs 
were dfoppel at the Hangchow 
station of the Cheklang-Kiangs! Line 
resulting In the death of four persons 
and the injury of thirty. 

Several small bombs were released 
at Chenghuangshan, causing no 
casualties, whilst eleven persons 

were Ieflied and over forty houses 

reduced to shambles at the suburban 
town Tangwuchen where elght bombs 

were dropped. , 
‘The damage and’ casualties at 

Chapoo and Pinghu were not yet

HWis firat appear- 
ance as ati actor was in the drawing 
room at his home at Christmas, 1866, 
when the chiluren—there were 11l— 
ombitiously attempted = “Macbeth” 
ond next year “Hamlet,” which was 
to be his most famous part, before 
an audience which Included Swin- 
burne, Rossett!, Madox Brown, Alma 
Tadema and Hamo Thornycroft. His 
first love was painting tnd at 18, on 
Rossetti's advice, his father, who was, 
an art erltic, sent him to HMeatherly’s 
to draw from the antique A year 
later he bectime «a student at the 
Royal Atademy und a friend of 
Samuel Butler, At 19 he went on 
to the stage. Though he loved the 
theatre, he had no wlsh to become 


an actor, but us the eldest of a large |. 


family he hnd to carn his own living, 
and, W. G. Wills offered him a part 
In “Mary” Queen 0° Scots.” His next 
engagement brought him Into touch 
with Charles Reade and Ellen Terry. 
Then he jolned the stock company of 
Charles Calvert at.the Prince's, Man- 
chester, which, both as regards music’ 
and the drama, was considerably in 
advance qf London, He hod to ap- 
pear with Phelps and had the su- 
preme goo fortunc lo be taken up 
nnd coached by that great actor, 
whose portrait he later painted us 
Wolsey. His interest ‘In art never 
left him and he made many portraits 
for which he got’ commissions main- 
ly through the Kindness of Millats. 
He appeared in the original run of 
“Diplomacy,” understudying Ban- 
croft, With Gilbert he once had a 
quarre) at'a rehearsal and, though 
they often met,’ they did not speak 
to cach other for 30 years, Sudden- 
ly Gilbert wrote sug#esting a recon- 
ciliation’ and after that -they were 
fast friends, : 


While Forbes-Robertson was’ on 
holiday in Cornwall jn 1880 with 
Modjeska and her ‘ husband, they 
fave seene fram “Romco and Juliet” 
in the rectory srarden on a moonitght 
night. No stage balcony scene was 
ever so beautiful and the success of 
this venture Jed to the starting of 
the “Pastoral Players” by Ben Greet.

In‘ September, 1895, Forbes- 
Robertson went into management at 
the Lyceum along with Frederic 
Harrison, Irving having generously 
Ict him have the theatre during his 
absence in America ot the rent it cost 
him, He played “Romeo and Jullet” 
with Mrs. Patrick Campbell. 
“Michael and his Lost Angel,” “For 
the Crown” and “Magda.” In 1897 
he again thought of the Lyceum, and 
us he had not the neccessary money 
to take {t, Horatio Boltomley offered 
to back him, ‘while Irving suggested 
that he should give “Hamlet,” offer- 
ing to lend him all hig scenery, pro~ 
pertics and dresses. This deeply 
touched Forbes-Robertson, for Irving 
was not too old to play Hami¢t--a 
part in which he had won golden 
opinions. Thanks to this suggestion, 
Forbes-Robertson was induced to put 
on a drama in which he scored his 
greatest successes.

SCIENTISTS’ NEW METHODS.

Sclentists in citrus producing 
natlons of the western hemisphere 


intensive research jin citrus fruit 


breeding and cultivation. 


The Spanish Civil War, unsettling 
the citrus exports of one of the 
principal citrus producing natlons of 
the castern hemisphere, has furnish- 
ed‘ new incentive to study methods 
of incrensing clirus yleld and produc- 
ing new citrus varictles. 


Reports received by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
indicate that special rescarch efforts 
are being made in. Brnzil, Chile, and 
Argentine, in addition to the United 
States, ieee! 


At the Instituto Agroanomico do 
Estado de Sao Paula in Brazil, work 
has been golng on in the Improve- 
ment of citrus varictics by bud sclec- 
tion, Experiments are also being 
conducted with a view to improve- 
ment of the sour orange rootstock 
through extensive progeny tests, 
according to reports, 


In Chile, there have been extensive 
experimental attempta in the arca 
around Santingo to introduce varicties 
of oranges, lemons, and even 
nvocadocs. : 


Argentine scientists have been 
extremely active in experiments 
concerning the selection .of sour 
orange seedlings, with a view to 
obtalning strong, vigorous, fast- 
growing plants. Argentine experi- 
mental work has been conducted 
mostly at the Estacion Experlmental 
de Concordin, under the direction of 
S\imor Ruben Bence Pieres, station

Whether we are Interested or not 
at the. present moment in the subject 
of deafness, it ts within the bounds 
of possibility that seoner or Jater we 
may .be alfeted ourselves, when 
self-interest will compel us to give it 
our serlous attention, 

There js perhaps no affliction se 
disabling In its effects as that of deaf- 
ness. It is nothing [ess than a 
tragedy to be shut out from the World 
of sound and ‘to be imprisoned in a 
tombs of silence.

their lot. But there is not one person 
in a hundred who will go voluntarily 
to speak to a ‘deaf person by micans 
of an Instrument, Most: people make 
for the other side of the room, and 
when they do try and talk they seem 
to become paralysed, and their con- 
versation becomes unnatural. and 
stltted."” Too long ‘has the public 
shown a wrong attitude te the deaf. 


When we repose more confidence 
in denf people and cense to regard 
them ns inferior and stupid, we shall 
find they will respond to our sym- 
pathy nnd confidence, and we shall 
find them far more interesting and 
intelligent than we suspected. Denf~ 
ness js o tragedy In itself to the vic- 
tim, and where there is added the 
ridicule of the thoughtless, and 
ostracism by one’s fellows, it becomes 
nilmost too mach for the mind to lear. 


Let us show to the deaf the same 
kind consideration we show. the. blind 
for those Hving in stlence need it as 
much as those who, dwell in dark-.

PROPERTY 


One Importont topic .of busincss~ 
men's interest 1s expected to be the 
extent to which the United States 
should protect the lives: and property

OR. 
DEAFNESS 


HERE are welcome signs of in+ 
' crensed attention belng given to 
the cause of the deal in public con- 
ferences and in the datly Press, 
Perhnps it is because we are only 
now beginning ‘to reallse how wide- 
spread {s this affllctlon of deafness. 
It has recently been stated by on 
eminent oturfat that there ore at least 
three million. people who are “hard 
of hearing” in the British Isles, | 
Another medical authority hos de- 
clured that one person in every three 
is potentlally deaf’ z 
Whether we are interested or. not 
ut the present moment in ‘the subject 
of deafness, it fs within the bounds 
of posslbilfty that svoner or later wo 
may be afflicted ourselves, . when 
self-interest wlll compel us to give It 
bur serious attentlon. . 
There js perhaps no aiflction so 
disabling in its effects as that of deaf- 
ness. It ‘is nothing less than a 
tragedy to be shut out from the world 
of sound and to be imprisoned In a 
tomb of silence. To become sradu- 
ally deaf to the sound of human 
voices, the song of the birds, the mur- 
mur of the running brook, the whist- 
Ing of the wind {n the tree tops, Is 
indeed a sad and bitter experience, 


Beethoven's Grief 


When Beethoven found he could 
not hear the found of a flute, which 
gaye so much pleasure to his come 
panions, he was so filled with despalr. 
that It was only love for his urt 
which saved him from suicide, 

How many men and women have 
been compelled to give up thelr pro- 
fessions through deafness? Many 
doctors, lawyers, clergymen, musi- 
glans have’ found It Impossible to con- 
tinue because their impaired hearing 
placed them in so many awkward and 
embarrassing situations. 

Deafness Yesults in a sense of isola- 
tion from one’s fellows, for it means, 
for those who berome stone: deuf, 
the denial of social Intercourse. 
Sound ts the natural Ink between 
human minds, and those In which this 
connection is missing or defective, 
must find themselves cut off from the 
rest of the community, They are no 
longer able to enjoy the pleasure of 
worship, the lecture, theatre, or con- 
cert, and thus there js the temptation 
to withdraw from all gociety and to 
live nv secluded, Isolated life.

If we only knew the spirit of sad- 
ness and despair which fills the hearts 
of many whose hopes and ambitions 
have been cheelced and thwarted by 
deafness, we should fervently pray 
that we may have our hearing pre- 
served to the end of our days. 

Let it be remembered by those who 
tomplain of ‘external noises that the 
majority of deaf people suffer from 
incessant internal nolses which almost 
drive to despair at times. 

Yet we find that deafness has been 
called “the step-child among handi- 
caps." It begets more irritation, less 
understanding, and more ridicule than 
any other impairment. On the stage 
and in humorous papers, the deaf.are 
often caricatured, George R,. Sims, 
the famous author and playwright of 

ast generation, said that when he 
wanted his audience to shed tears he 
brought uw blind man on the-stage, but 
when he desired them to laugh, he 
Antroduced_a_deafman, 

It is a pleasure to note that the 
B.B.C. has now put jokes against the 
deaf on its list of barred features. 
AVe hope the day Is not far distant 
when the deaf will no‘longer be the 
butt of thoughtless comedinns, but 
will recelve that practical sympathy 
which their invisible disability de- 
serves, 

Their cuuse has been ably cham- 
pioned by Lord Baldwin, who speaks 
with oan understanding «sympathy. 
“The public,” he says, “has very ilttle 
realisation: of the tragic fate of the 
deaf, Buindness Is a most territle 
affliction, but from the dawn of his- 
tory, Its victlins have always met 
with o kind sympathy and considera- 
tion which ‘must go far to alfeviate 
thelr lot, But there ts not one person 
dn a hundred who will go voluntarily 
to speale to a deat person by means. 
of an Instrument, Most people make 
for the other. site of the room, and 
when they do try and talk they seem 
to become paralysed, and thelr con- 
versation evomes unnatural and 
stilled.” Too. long has. the public 
shown o wrong attitude to the deaf. 


When we. repose more confidence * 


in deaf people and ceuse to regard 
them us inferior-and stupid, we shalt 
find they will respons to our sym- 
pathy und confidence, and we shall 
find them {ar more Interesting and 
Intelligent than wo suspected. Denf- 
ness Is a tragedy in itself to the vic- 
tim, uid where there Is added ‘the 
yidicule of the thoughtless, and 
‘ostracism by one's fellows, it becomes 
almost too much for the mind to bear. 


' Let us show to the deaf the same 
kind consideration we show.the blind 
for those living-in silence need it os 
much as those who dwell In dark- 


ness.

OVER ORIENTAL 
~ WARFARE

Sentiment collided with Interest in 
curly stages ‘of the United States 
reaction to the Sino-Japanese un- 
declured war, and business opinion 
did not exert any decisive mandate 
upon the course of United States 
policy. Lack of confidence in the 
neutrality Inw probably further con- 
fused the general reaction to the Far 
Enstern struggle. S ‘ 

The historical sympathy of the 
United States for China and the ten- 
dency to support the weaker party In 
u struggle were countered by ccono- 
mic interest bused upon'the lurge and 
flourishing commerce with  Japnn. 
Trade with Japan in 1936 represented 
8.3 per cent. of United ’States total ex- 
ports and 7,1 per cent. of ‘Imports, 
whereas exports to China represented 
1,9 per cent. of total exports and 3 
per cent. of tmports. Some observers 
thought that the relatively Jarge com- 
mercial interest wilh Japan was a 
deterrent to application of the United 
States neutrality act, 4 

The natlonal foreign trade .conven- 
lion to be held at Cleveland. Ohio. 
November 3 to 5, will afford the first 
broad forum for businessmen's dis- 
cussion of the struggle In the Orient, 
and may crystallize op!nion concern- 
ing the future course of United States 
policy both toward the Far Eastern 
war and the Philippine Common- 
wealth. : 

This twenty-fourth annual conven-, 
tlon will concern itself with the Unit- 
ed States poticy of International co- 
operation ard non-discrimination in 
the Meld of commerce, but special 
sessions devoted to the Far East and 
the Philippines, and to Latin Ameria, 
will localize attention to current pro- 
blems both In the Far East, and 
among the southern neighbours of the 
United States. 

PROTECTION OF LIFE AND 

: PROPERTY 


One important topic of Dbusincss~ 
men's interest. 18 expected to be the 
extent to which the United States 
should protect the lives and, property 
of its nationals in the Far Eustern 
war area. Although the protection 
of the lives of American citizens is 
pledged by the United States stovern- 
ment, opinion differ widely as to 
when, whether, and to what degree 
United States urmed forces should be 
employed for the protection of Ame- 
rican property abroad, 

Spokesmen for national business 
organizations here say that there have 
been surprisingly few communici~ 
tlons from American businessmen re- 
lative: to-the-Sino-Jupunese—struggle, 
and these came chielly from Ame- 
riciin groups in the Fur East or on the 
Pacific Coast. The real reason for 
this relative silence is thought to be 
the inhability of the average person 
to grasp the full’ significance and 
eifect of the many sided struggle in 
the Orient. Unofiicial business or- 
fanizations here have gencrally [elt 
themselvés unable to cope with that 
situation, and have in most cases re 
ferred their problems to the State 
Department for consideration. 

The Spanish civil war, with its 
wholesale Interruption of American 
exports to Spnin and disturbance to 
shipping had already convinecd many 
business group that they had little 
recourse in ense of u forcign struggle 
exeept to rely upon the policy and 
ald of their own government as cir- 
cumstances presented. 

Some experienced’ business obser- 
vers here felt thot the Sino-Japanese 
struggiec would not curtafl the total 
volume of United States foreign trade 
in suMcient degree to cause a gencral 
redirection of national trade puilcy 
or promotion, Although American 
manufacturers and exporters will seek 
hew forelftn outlets to compensate any 
loss of Far Eastern business, as for 
example In South Amerlen, the 
volume of business lost to date would 
still represent only o small fraction 
of United States totnl trade. 

Private business experts here think 
{t Impossible to. predict the conse- 
quences of the Sino-Japanese war on 
the United States-Phillppines policy. 
Some think the logicn] effects would 
be to encournge greater caution in 
the Phillppines os to the desirability 
of advancing the Independence date 
but polnt out that some elements in 
Congress might be influenced toward 
separation by the new evidence of the 
risks and hazards involved in Far 
Eastern ‘territorial responsibility, 
There js considerable interest as ‘to 
how for the Philippines muy be able 
to reap local cconomic advantage 
through the changed situation In the 
East. New stimulus to the Philip- 
pinc “industriallzation" campaign Is 
commented. 

One opinion widely held here js 
that cessation of Sino-Japanese hos- 
tities would bo followed by prompt 
commercint recovery, Either Japan- 
ese or Chinese victory, it 1s thought, 
will be followed by the active "ma- 
dernization” of China, which will 
make maoriccta for American ma- 
chinery and transportation  cqulp- 
ment, .

INFANTILE PARALYSIS

New. York reported recently 
resistance to infantile paralysis ape 
pears to be lowered by lack of 
sufficient fruit in dicts: und too much 
exposure to sunshine. 

In a discussion of vitamin C before 
the Georgetown Medical School's 
annual extension course, Dr. Wright 
cited experiments in which monkeys 
exhibited a higher resistance — to 
infantile paralysis when their dicts 
included this vitamin found = in 
oranges and other citrus fruits... 

He suggested that parents might 
find it “worthy of attention” to give 
their children extra umounts of 
citrus frults during the late summer 


and. carly autumn when infantile, 


paralysis outbreaks arc normally ot 
their highest. 

Dr. Wright emphasized that the 
work done al Columbla University 
had not been extended to human be- 
ings, but he Insisted the results 
showed conclusively, that there ap- 
peared to b me relationship be- 
tween resistance to this discase und 
the amount of vitamin In the diet. * 

The atlempt to'connect infantile 
paralysis Infection with — dicttary 
deficiencies fs a new approach to the 
medical problem of controling this 
disease, which usually strikes  ¢chil- 
dren of the school age, An outbreale 
now is claiming a more than normal 
number of victims, .particularly in 
Chicago and Toronto. 

While the experiments are too new 
for thelr basic principles to be fully 
understood, Dr. Wright said that ap- 
parently the vitamin C “neutralizes” 
the infantile paralysis virus, The 
Columbia professor sald’ that the sun- 
Ught exposure factor apparently arose 
from changes in metabolism which 


muke St Impossible for the sunburned 
individual to assimilate the requisite 
amount of vitamin C even though it 
was in his dict. 

Dr. Wright reported that with 
erystalline vitamin C, doctors were 
able to cure the discase scurvy, with 
its ‘accompanying increased fragility 
of the minute blood vessels. 
Eventually, he explained, udministra- 
tion of this vitamin may be useful in 
treating rheumatic fever, rheumatoid 
arthritis, and other pathological 
conditions, : 

Dr. Sanford M, Rosenthal, Sr, of 
the National Institute of Health, 
Washington, told how 4 chemical, 
known us sulphanitamide, had cut 
down fatalities from such disease as 


Infantile paralysis, meningills, lyphoid 
fever, gas gangrene, alreptococcus 
infections and lobar pneumonia,

that eventually jt may be possible .to 
combine existing serum. treatment 
with drug therapy to conquer a 
number of d es which now are 
batting physicians. Additional ree 
finements of the drugs are necessary, 
he said, before the laboratory Icnow- 
ledge can be applied, generally in

Dr, Frederick A. Reuter, Washing- 
ton, sald that the same drug used by 
Dr. Rosenthal—Sulphaniiamide—had 
been successful in treating gonorrhea. 
Ne sald that unusual results hud been 
obtained in alvin sufferers of — this 
venereal discase the drug in pill 
form for three days, Some of | the 
cases recovered within a week's time. 

He reported that among a “large 
number" of patients, recovery was 
reported in approximately nine out 
of ten enses. ‘However, he warned 
that all the patients complained of 
physical reactions and satd that one 
man had described his sensations’ as

: Moscow, Nov. 7. 

A review of 2,000,000 demonstra. 
tors and hundreds of tanks and 
planes, in the Red Square, by M. 
Josef Stalin and other members of 
the Government, was the chief 
feature of the celebration of the 
20th anniversary of the Russian 
revolution. 

M. Voroshilov, Defence Minister, 
in a speech for which he recelved n 
hurricane of cheers, sald the Red 
Army existed for defeace. They 
were the defenders of civilisation 
but if they were attacked they would 
unswer with the greatest offensive in 
history. 


Mongolians Present 


After the speech The Internationale 
was sung by 30,000, including many 
forelpm delegates and many Outer 
Mongolian staff officers. 


Civillan participators in ‘the cele- 
vrations carried banners caricatur- 
ing Itallan and = Japancse Fascists, 
but in the main the theme of the 
celebration was devoted to internal 
problems, such as the elections under 
the new Constitutlon-——Reuter. 


Warning Or Challenge? 


: Moscow, Nov. 7, - 

Soviet masses to-day marched in 
the Red Square ‘2,000,000 — strong, 
shouting adulation of M. Josct Stalin, 
-syvho stood ‘on-top of the crimson tomb 
of Lenin and surveyed the pageant 
of triumph, and the most . jubilant 
celebration in the history of new 
Russia—an experiment born in 
bloodshed which few believed could 
survive, but which has moulded 160 


miUion people in a challenging poli- 
tienl system. . 

The celebration emphasised the a¢c- 
complishments of the second Five 
Year Plan, but behind the lusty sing- 
ing of the Internationale, rumbled 
the war machine, a deflant challenge 
to the Fascists’ antl-Comintern or- 
gantsatlon. 

At noon, M. Voroshilov, the De- 
fence Minister,’ riding a charger, 
galloped into the Red Square and 
saluted M, Stalin,’ while thousands 
of bayonets gleamed, and in the dis- 
tance 101 guns saluted, the echo of 
which was heard by the walls of the 
Kremlin. 

M. Voroshilov, In a broadcast 
speech sold; “The army docs not 
exist to attack, but ff we are attacked 
we shall offer, an offensive never be- 
fore seen in the history of the world.” 
—United Press, 


Later. 

Referring to the recent “purge” in 
Tussin, M. Voroshilov said: Com-~ 
rades! If we hod not been surround- 
ed by so many enemies, spies and 
traitors such as Trotsky and others,

approximate iden of himself in relp- 
tion to his country, his age, the world, 
and. the universe, 


Above all, It should rouse his In- 
terest in as mony facets of experience 
as it enn during the necessarily brief 
period when he Is under its influence, 
so that he voluntarily and cngerly 
continues his “real” education when 
he leaves school. : 


*Right Use of Lelsure 


The posslbilitles of delight In this 
world are many; the success or other- 
wiso of education Js tested by the 
variety ond quaijty of the delights 
whieh 1 encotirages a boy to discover 
for himself In after Hfe. , 

We have come an long way from 
edicntion for livelihood, But jobs 
ure tending to become so stercotyped 
ond mechonienl that there is a great 
‘deal to be sald for the extreme theory 
that Hife begins at six o'clock. As 
Denn Inge wrote, “The sout is dyed” 
‘the colour: of -its-lelsure- thoughts.---- 


Looked at from this point of vlew, 

tne vulue of the so-cilled useless sub- 
jects should be blindingly obvious, 
The dead languages ore not dead. 
Linguistically they are part of our 
heritage; they are an excellent means 
of trainlng a boy to think clearly, and 
nobody ever studied Latin without 
being able to speak nnd write better 
English afterwards, . 
Unless 0 man uses them to win foot- 
ball prizes, he is rarely likely to find 
a practicnl use for permutations and 
combinations, but- his thinking on 
every vital issue In his life wilt be 
influenced by the power of clear, 
objective thought with which they 
und other mathematical exercises 
endowed him, * 
If he studles physics ond chemistry, 
he will not be as likely to fall a vic- 
tim to. Irrational superstitions or 
cheap polltical theories or any other 
form of quackery as he would If they 
had never disciplined -his mind. 

All these “useless” subjects, in 
*rondening his mind, in maldng it 
Jess terrlfied of new attitudes of 
thought, will encourage him to ex- 

fore n dozen avenues of possibile de= 

Ight Into which he might never 
otherwise have ventured, 

You may still, ang rightly, consider 
that the proportion of tlme given to 
these subjects Is excessive, and that 
in this modern world other vital mat- 
ters nro lriexcusably neglected. This 
makes them no less valuable if adue 
sense of proportion is observed. 

But please do not, In future, dismiss 
them os worthless time-wasters. 
They are taught because generntlons 
of cducatlonists, men expert in their 
Jobs, have been convinced of their 
geent value, You respoct experts In 
your own, sphere; why not in educa- 
tion too? And perhaps they are valu- 
able in some mensure procisely -be- 
cause their value cannot be trans-

- Whether we are Interested or not 
ut the present moment in the subject 
of deatness, it is within the bounds 
‘of possibility that sooner or later we. 
may be’ afflicted ° ourselves, when 
self-interest will compel us to give itt 
our serious attention. 

_There is perhaps no affliction so 
disabling in its effects ns that of deaf. 
ness, It Is nothing fess than ao 
tranedy to be. shut ont fram the world 
of sound ond to be Imprisoned in o 
tomb of silence. To become gradu- 
ally deaf to the sound of human 
voices, the song of the birds, the mur- 
mur of the running brook, the whist- 
Ing of the wind in the tree tops, is 
indeed asad and bitter experience.

Asked a question concerning the 
present military outlook, he reptled 
that the plan of Chinese resistance 
was to reserve Its fighting power and 
ut the‘same time to -é¢xhoust the 
enemy. He said temporary gains and 
reverses did not affect the finnl out- 
come so long os China's capabiilly 
for resistance was intact. 

“So far os Shanghai and Woosung 
are concerned”, said the Gencral- 
issimo, “there were not natural! 
geographical advantages, nor strony 
fortiNeationg to facilitate our defence, 
yet we were able to hold the enemy 
for a long time despite thetr modern, 
armaments on land, and sea and In 
the air. } 

“The Japanese losses are probably 
the heaviest:since the Russo-Japanese 
war, Tho Inpanese forces paid dearly 
for a stretch of ferritory in the 
Shanghal area which fs a restricted 
neighbourhood of rallway Ines.” 

Regarding the Brussels conference, 
the Generalissimo sald: “Lam firmly 
convinced that the forces — of 
rightcousness and Justice, once set-in 
motion, will not fall to nehleve the 
desired poul. J believe the conference 
will accomplish worthy results."
